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S t r a w b e r r y C u l t u r e . 
Every one who has a garden should grow a 
few strawberries. 
It is a very simple matter 
to grow a moderate crop; but to produce, it 
iii abundance and of tho best quality requires 
considerable skill and constant care. 
The best and largest crop of stawborries 
that I ever raised was produced iii the follow­ 
ing manner: A bed, twenty-five feet wide and 
two hundred feet long, was prepared by 
spreading upon It twelve cart-loads of old, 
well-rotted cow-manure; tile ground was then 
ploughed deep and harrowed down smooth 
aud level. 
Aliout the middle of April tile 
plants were set out In rows, two feet apart, 
with a space of about eighteen Inches between 
them. 
No weeds were allowed to grow among the 
plants, and the surface of the soil was stirred 
at least once n week during the entire sum­ 
mer. 
Two or three runners were allowed to 
grow from each plant, and these were placed 
so that I hey would take root between the old 
plants in the cows. 


In Cie autumn, when the ground began to 
freeze quite hard at night, the entire Ired aud 
plants were covered with coarse grass to tho 
depth of two 111011^*8, after it had partially 
settled. 
To prevent tile mulching being 
blown ofl, a few poles were laid around the 
outer edge of the bori. 
In the spring, after 
the 80001*0 cold weather was past, a man 
passed along each row, and with a stick 
parted the mulching just over the centre of 
earh row of plants, so as to allow’ tho air and 
light to reach the crowns and permit the leaves 
and fruit-stalks to grow up without hindrance. 
None of the mulching was removed from the 
beds; consequently the soil was kept moist 
and the fruit clean. 
This bed yielded a little 
over twelve bushels of fruit the second seasou 
after planting, which was the first crop; after 
the fruit was gathered, ail the mulching was 
removed, and the soil between tho rows was 
forked over, but no more manure of any kind 
applied. 
The runners were not allowed to 
grow or take root except in places where 
there was a vacant space in tho rows, and the 
uext fall the mulching was applied the same 
a3 before. 
This treatment was continued for 
four years, and then the plants were ploughed 
under. 


I have tried rnauy diflerent systems of cul­ 
ture for the strawberry, but none that has 
liven so much satisfaction as this one, and, 
although It may be too expensive for extended 
culture, yet for the amateur who does not 
grow more than a half acre or acre, and de­ 
sires to produce the largest amount possible 
on a given space, I can confidently recom­ 
mend tim ubovc as feeing a system that will 
not only give an abundant crop, but the 
greatest amount of pleasure and profit. Many 
of tile more delicate but large foreign varie­ 
ties will succeed when treated in this manner, 
although they often fail when grow n without 
mulching or winter protection. 


I m p r o v e m e n t in T a n n i n g . 
M. I). Picard reports a new system of tan­ 
ning skins which is carried through without 
acid and in a much shorter time than is re­ 
quired by ordinary processes. 
Ho find boils 
the tan down in water, making a complete 
extract, and then froes the decoction by de- 
cantation from all residue and foreign sub­ 
stances’. 
Tho strength of tho essence thus 
obtained is regulated according to the quali­ 
ty, thickness, etc., of the hides to bo treated, 
weakening it when necessary with pure-wa­ 
ter. 
ll is placed iii the pits in a cold state, 
aud the skins are immediately thrown in. The 
latter are lifted and their |K>sitions changed 
three times during both the first und second 
days, twice during the (bird, arid once a day 
afterwards. 
Ordinarily, eight days suffices to 
complete the operation, aud the inventor 
states that the proportion of about 77 pounds 
of extract to 220 jrounds of skins gives ex­ 
cellent results.

S tra w b e rry C u ltu re . 
Every one who has a garden should grow a 
few strawberries. It is a very simple matter 
to grow a moderate crop; but to produce* it 
in abundance uud of the best quality requires 
considerable skill and constant care. 
The best and largest crop of stawberries 
that I ever raised was produced in the follow­ 
ing manner: A bed, twenty-five feet wide and 
two hundred feet long, was prepared by 
spreading upon it twelve cart-loads of old, 
well-rotted cow-manure; the ground was then 
ploughed deep and harrowed down smooth 
aud level. 
About the middle of April the 
plants were set out in rows, two feet apart, 
with a space of about eighteen inches between 
them. 
No weeds were allowed to grow among the 
plants, and the surface of the soil was stirred 
at least once a week during the entire sum­ 
mer. Two or three runners were allowed to 
grow from each plant, and these were placed 
so that lhey would take root between the old 
plants in the tows. 
In the autumn, when the ground began to 
freeze quite hard at night, the entire bed and 
platils were covered with coarse grass to the 
depth of two inches, after it had partially 
settled. 
To prevent the mulcbiug being 
blown oil, a few poles were laid around the 
outer edge of the bed. Iu the spring, after 
the severe cold weather was past, a man 
passed along each row, and with a stick 
parted the mulching just over the centre of 
each row of plants, so as to allow' the air and 
light to reach the crowns aud permit the leaves 
and fruit-stalks to grow up without hindrance. 
None of the mulching was removed from the 
beds; consequently the soil was kept moist 
and the fruit cleau. This bed yielded a little 
over twelve bushels of fruit the second season 
after planting, which was the first crop; after 
the fruit was gathered, all the mulching was 
removed, aud the soil between the rows was 
forked over, but no more manure of any kind 
applied. The runners were not allowed to 
grow or take root except in places whero 
there was a vacant space in the rows, and the 
next fall the mulching was applied the same 
a3 before. This treatment was continued for 
four years, and then the plants were ploughed 
under. 
I have tried mauy dificrent systems of cul­ 
ture for the strawberry, but none that lias 
given so much satisfaction as this one, and, 
although it may be too expensive for extended 
culture, yet for the amateur who does not 
grow more than a half acre or acre, and de­ 
sires to produce tlie largest amount possible 
on a given space, I can confidently recom­ 
mend the above a3 being a system that will 
not only give au abundant crop, but the 
greatest amount of pleasure and profit. Many 
of the more delicate but large foreign varie­ 
ties will succeed when treated in this manner, 
although they often fail when grown without 
mulching or winter protection. 


Im p ro v e m e n t in T a u u iu ff. 
M. I). Picard reports a new system of tan­ 
ning skins which is carried through without 
acid and in a much shorter time than is re­ 
quired by ordinary processes. Ho first boils 
the tan down in water, making a complete 
extract, and then frees the decoction by de- 
cantatlon from all residue and foreign sub­ 
stances. The strength of the essence thus 
obtained ¡3 regulated according to the quali­ 
ty, thickness, etc., of the hides to be treated, 
weakening it when necessary with pure «wa­ 
ter. It is placed in the pits in a cold state, 
aud the skins are immediately thrown in. The 
latter are lifted and their positions changed 
three times during both the first and second 
days, twice during the (bird, and once a day 
afterwards. Ordinarily, eight days suffices to 
complete the operation, and the inventor 
states that the proportion of about 77 pounds 
of extract to 220 pounds of skins give3 ex­ 
cellent results.

—Work is to be resumed on the N. Y., 
Boston & Montreal Railroad as soon as the 
weather becomes settled.

He 
met her iu the street in the evening standing 
on a corner with some companions. As she 
did not go home when he told her lie struck 
her as stated above. 
—The frank Troy Budget is of the opinion 
that if the ladies of Troy were to organize 
prayer meetings in front of the city saloons 
there couldn’t be more than one lady at each 
saloon at the same time—“ not that there are 
too few ladies but that there are too many 
saloons.” 
—A Newburgher paid a judgment not ¿long 
ago in currency and old fashioned copper 
coins, among which was mixed some cowhago 
(commonly called cowitch.) The Justice wa3 
about to blow the stuff off butjsome one told 
him ho had better not. The man was arrested 
for the offence, but will probably not be tried. 
—At the point on the Harlem ¿Railroad 
where the wind occasionally interrupts rail­ 
road travel, the roof of a car was blown oil the 
other day. The accideut was not discovered 
till th® train had reached its destination. The 
detached roof was subsequently found in the 
gorge at that point. 
—Mr. Jotham Scudder of Roxbury has 
milked sixty cows the past season, and from 
those sixty cows he has made a very fancy 
dairy of butter, consisting of 157 packages of 
butter, for which he got the highest fancy 
price at the time he sold, Jtho entire dairy 
amounting to $4,200.—Stamford Mirror. 
—James Way has disappeared from Pough­ 
keepsie. His friends are alarmed. To balanco 
this, two missiug Poughkeepsians are now 
known tobe alive, William Kabant and Wil­ 
liam Savage.

much business because we have hundreds of

S E N A T E . 


Washington, March 20. 
The morning hour having expired the Sen­ 
ate resumed the consideration of the army ap­ 
propriation bill, tho pending question being 
the amendment of Stevenson, offered yester­ 
day, conferring jurisdiction upon the Court of 
Claims to hear all claims arising from the 
late rebellion aud abolishing the Southern 
Claims Commission. 
Mr. MORRILL of Vermont moved to table 
it. 
Agreed to. 
The bill having been considered as in Com­ 
mittee of tho Whole was reported to the Sen­ 
ate and tho amen latent* of the committee were 
agreed to. 
After debate the bill wa* read a third time 
and passed. 
On motion of Mr. DAVIS of West Virginia 
the fortification appropriation bill was taken 
up and he explained its provisions. 
Tile to­ 
tal amount appropriated by tho bill for tho 
next fiscal year a* reported by the committee 
is $'.>04,000. The amount appropriated for the 
present fiscal year wa* $1,817,000. 
The esti­ 
mate* for tho present Ileal year were $3,370,- 
000. 
The revised estimate* are $1,407,500. 
Tim amount appropriated for the next fiscal 
year Is less than half that appropriated for tho 
present one. 
After discussion and amend­ 
ment the hill wa* passed. 
Tho President pro tem. was authorized to 
fill the vacancy on tho Committees on Privi­ 
leges and Election* and on Education and La­ 
bor made vacant by tho death of Sumner. 
The Senate proceeded to the consideration 
of executive business and soon after adjourned 
until Monday.

The clearest and simplest explanation of the 
reason why steam boilers sometimes explode 
that we ever heard or read was given by Mr. 
McMurtrie ot Boston at a late meeting of the 
New York School Of Polytechnics. He said 
boilers burst because “of the incapacity of the 
metal to sustain the pressure to which it is 
subjected.” There! we see it now; boilers 
blow up because they can’t help themselves. 
The way to fix it is to make the boilers strong 
enough to stand the strain. What a blessing 
to know so much, put in such au easy way for 
learners. We shan’t be afraid of steamboats 
any more. 
That plain account by Truthful James of 
the way in which “our society upon the Stan­ 
islaus” was broken up, will be equaled it is 
likely by the brief and explicit remarks with 
which Mr. Eastmau will accompany the act 
of takiug his Transit bill out of the Commit­ 
tee.

It seems to us that if the.wind from 
that point of compass does make women fee­ 
ble and flaccid so as to partially disqualify 
them for the labor of getting an education, 
the fact is a most fearful one to contemplate. 
The sum total of women’s usefulness is com­ 
prehended in it. What is the use of founding 
expensive and highly-endorsed colleges for 
women unless we can mauage somenow to 
control or modify that east wind? There 
stands Vastar upon the banks of the noble 
Hudson; uncounted dollars are built iuto its 
spacious and costly walls, a street railroad 
has been construct- .1 to carry the aspiriug 
student and her anxious parents to it3 very 
gates, it lias its own library, chemicals, cur­ 
riculum and gas works, aud the celebration of 
its annual “commencements'’ are red-letter 
occasions to all the good folks in our neigh­ 
boring city aud its attractive environs. Is all 
that to cometo naught for a contemptible east 
wind; when its spacious halls shall right 
speedily have crumbled into primitive brick- 
dust, is there 110 nobler epitaph than this to 
be chiseled upon its denuded corner-stone— 
“Died of au east wind?” May “Old Probs” 
forbid. Rather than the scheme of educating 
our sisters to fill the sphere for which nature 
lias so manifestly intended them, we trust 
Congress will inierfere. This contiuent be­ 
longs not to Eolus but to us; and.if there is a 
privilege which both Providence and the Con­ 
stitution have grauted to the daughters of the 
pilgrims, it is that of regulating the wind 
when it becomes au intellectual and physical 
nuisance. 


T lie Queen*» Speech. 
The Queen’s speech was formally read as 
usual at the reassembling of the English Par­ 
liament. It expresses, of course, iu general 
terms the ideas of the new ministry, aud con­ 
tains several hints looking toward a better 
understanding and closer relations between 
the diflerent prominent portions of the king­ 
dom. She suggests to “ My Lords and Gen­ 
tlemen ” the propriety of extending to Ireland 
the advantage of “ tha blending of law and 
equity ” which has recently been eflected in 
the mother country. Scotland-a iso ehould be 
brought into more desirable connection with 
the southern part of the Queen’s dominions by 
the creation of improved facilities for hearing 
and deciding Scottish appeals and in respect 
to the transfer of land. Her Majesty mentions 


her pleasure at the marriage of her son and 
believes that event will strengthen amicable 
relations between her governmfent and that of 
Russia; in which, as we see by his offlcini 
,poem, Mr. Tensysop has the honor of agree­ 
ing with his liege lady aud sovereign. No­ 
body else, who has the least notion of the 
wonderful similarity between great nations 
and private individuals in the point of mean­ 
ness aud selfishness, will probably be able to 
view the matter.in the same roseate colors. 
As long as England and her ursiue neighbor 
have no pressing motives growing out of the 
condition and tenure of outlying real estate 
for breaking the peace, the lion and the bear 
will take a quiet siesta side by side; and if 
mankind aud the poets choose to believe such 
a palm-branchy atmosphere to be due to the 
union of Alfred and Alexandrovna, wtfy there 
is no law to stop them. But when the old, 
smoldering quarrel about the “ sick man ” 
breaks out afresh, as it will some day, not 
even the gentle presence iu London of the im­ 
perial belle of St. Petersburgh can keep dowu 
the rising host of angry passions. The Queen 
herself was not present at the opening of Par­ 
liament, but Disraeli was. 


O livo Ico n o clastic. 
Olive Logan belongs to a class of people 
who use their technical knowledge of how 
effects are produced to smash popular ideals; 
aud that we think is poor business. Harper’s 
for April contains an article by that lady on 
the “ Secret Regions of the Stage,” in which 
she does her utmost to disabuse our minds of 
the notion that there is anything real in 
theatrical and scenic pictures and representa­ 
tions. To be sure we don’t believe that canvas 
trees aud simulated water arc anything but 
what they seem, yet while we look at thorn we 
do our best to believe in them, for part of our 
pleasure in tiie play consists in forgetting that 
it is a play. We know the stage owes much 
to mechanism and carjientry, just as we kuow 
that tbe frescoes of Michael Angelo owe much 
to paint-grinders and hrush-makers, but who 
wants to be made a victim to the detailed and 
cold-blooded illustration of these facts? Miss 
Logan tells us how the imitation of surf is 
produced upou the rniiyic stage and pitilessly 
exposes the pelting fury of the storm, com­ 
pounded of so many pots of lycopedium and 
spirits of wine, the sheet-iron thunder and the 
whistling wiuds, the roll of carriage wheels 
and the cracking whip. She shows how- an 
old witch is turned into a fairy and mercilessly 
takes away all the flavor of supernal power 
from that startling aud beautiful transforma­ 
tion. She makes us smile in a disappoiuted 
and sickly fashion at the shaky woouen walls 
which we U3ed to think looked like vast and 
solid baronial castles. When we went to see 
Shakspeare’s dear old play which sets forth 
the oue pair of lovers, who have been the samo 
since the morning of time, never altering the 
one mood and the one devotion—we say, when 
we went to see that sweet aud tender play, we 
were wont to admire Juliet leaning over her 
balcony in the dim light, while the grand old 
house of the Capulets stood grim aud dark 
around her radiant beauty. But, lawful sakes, 
the way Miss Logan knocks all that delusive 
nonsense about our ears is fearful to see aud 
feel. Now, Olive, you are smart and not the 
least bit of a “ sioucb,” but we cry you mercy. 
The thunder in the heavens is the result of au 
arrangement as much as its milder type upo» 
the stage; and we can enjoy the terror aud 
mystery of both without wanting to know 
about the drums and the chemicals. Dear 
girl, let us have ourillusions, for what is life 
worth without them ? Imagination is better 
aud purer thau sight, and the woman who 
denies it abrogates one of the special and 
saving privileges of her sex.

OVtt A L S A f lf C O R R E S P O N D E N C E . 
Albany, March 19. 
Editor Freeman;—The fog has been so 
thick here for a day or two past that some 
little doubt has been expressed whether the 
Legislator* will see its way out much before 
the middle of May. lt’3 the same old story 
overagaiD, too little time allotted for the 
transaction of too much business. I say too 
much busiuc33 because we have hundreds of 
those local measures here which ought to be 
left to Boards of Supervisors and to the mu­ 
nicipal authorities of cities, aud until these are 
remitted to the localities most deeply interest­ 
ed aud to those who know be3t what is ue- 
cessary aud how much it shall properly cost. 
Hence it is to be hoped that the proposed 
amendment taking away from the Legisla­ 
ture the power to legislate 011 a variety of 
subjects of a local character ought to receive 
the endorsement of the people. This Article 
came up on its final passago iu the House to­ 
day, and the flg’ut over it seemed to take a 
severe turn at times. Messrs. Weed aud 
Frince were the leading antagouistá on the 
measure, the latter taking the ground that 
the article wa3 the important oue of the work 
of tho constitutional commission. He made 
a strong speech alleging that a strong lobby 
that surrounds the cajiitol was called there be­ 
cause of the jiower given the Legislatura over 
special legislation, which includes those va­ 
rious railroad bills. Now it cannot be doubt­ 
ed that a very many knowing members here 
do not desire to cut ofl this special legisla­ 
tion, since it throws just so rnauy more 
“bones” into tho House and Senate for the 
dogs to fight over. The assertion was made 
that the paragraph in this article raising 
members’salaries to $1,500 per session was 
placed 111 the same to “ gild it,” and' thus se­ 
cure its defeat, since tho people would not 
caro to endorse that, and the question tlieu 
was, whether the paragraphs could bo sub­ 
mitted separately. Messrs. 
Beebo aud 
Aivord also made speeches, the latter desiring 
to scud it back to the ;3cuute in order that 
tho paragraphs relative to local legislation 
aud to salary grub might bo submitted sep­ 
arately. Alrord and Beebe both thought if 
they were not submitted separately the jieople 
would defeat the wbo.le Article because of the 
proposed salary steal. 
The people would 
doubtless ratify a salary of $G or $3 per clay, 
but $12 and $15 ¡3 a little too big a jump. 
“Old Salt” alluded to a fact not generally 
known; that lie kuew of a Legislatura sitting 
here 125 days aud going home presenting a 
book of laws less than one and a half inches 
thick. lie also referred to the careless way 
in which legislation is done in these days, 
when some member often moves to discharge 
the Committee of tho Whole from farther con­ 
sideration of a bill, when not twenty-five mem­ 
bers knew or had read five lines iu it. Mr. 
Hammond (Dein.) of Ontario iu answer to 
Mr. Weed said that the “revolution" contem­ 
plated by the adoption of the article would he 
a silent one—a revolution at the ballot box. 
The article finally jiassod the House and will 
go to the peojile. I persist iu the opinion that 
serious work to have tho two paragraphs al­ 
luded to, submitted together, in order to se­ 
cure defeat, has been had. 
The memorial addresses delivered last even­ 
ing in the Assembly Chamber 011 tbe death of 
Sumner attracted a very large audience, aud 
the speeches of Messrs. Aivord, Prince, Ved- 
der, Beebe, Spencer, Sloan, Farrar and Wright 
were listened to attentively. The efforts of 
Mesirs. Beebe, Frince, Sloan and Veddcrwcra 
probably the best, while a1! were good. 
For the best of reasons, probably, small del­ 
egations of railway men arrive here, as well 
as scattered delegations from New York 011 
that Van Nort measure yet pending in the 
Senate. There is a great commotion arising 
and assuming threatening proportions, among 
railway men, pro and cou. Now, I don’t care 
to say anything harsh of a class of men to 
whom I am under no obligations; who seek to 
first subsidize and then kick newspaper men, 
but I shall not hesitate to venture an opinion 
that so far as railway bilis are concerned at 
present, this Houso belongs to Vanderbilt 
and will be owned by him and his companies 
until we shall have an exh.oilion of backbone 
enough 011 the part of some on* who ought to 
ri3e and move to discharge the Railway Com­ 
mittee from the further consideration of some 
one of tho many bills now being squeezed, or 
certainly locked up. The fact is there is a 
raging1 fever setting in on this subject, and if 
something is not done the jieople will begin 
to inquire why this lirocrastiuatiou is persisted 
in; and they will begin to search with «orno 
considerable scrutiny into the complexion of 
the Railway Committee. I3 there any reason 
in the world why these bills are not reported— 
in some shape ? If so, I should be glad to 
have it advanced. Mr. Depew make* it hi* 
headqtarters at Congress Hall and lies very 
low until about Friday, relying upon third 
parties to hold the grip and report during the 
earlier days of the week. On Wednesday Mr. 
Albergcr pressed tho New York A Canada 
Railway bill through tho house by a fine vote, 
and it created quite a stir in Vauderbilt circles. 
This company is a foreign corporation, but 
wanted to get a foothold in this state, and 
hence the bill to allow them to take and hold 
a terminus in the Buffalo district. Alberger 
and bis friends were joyful orer the victory. 
The fact is, Alberger & Co. caught A. D. Bar­ 
ber and Chauucey Dcpcw asleep—just once. 
And uow the question is, “ What is Vander­ 
bilt going to do about it ?” 
Messrs. Tracy and Van Valkeuburgb of tiio 
Custom House stick here well, claiming to he 
here lobbying agaiust Van Nort. I believo 
“ V011” is an old Ulstercounty resident. 
There seems, to be some hitch ¡11 that Baxter 
steam canal boat bill—to gir«_liim “ relief” to 
the extent of $35,000 or more. 1 reckon that 
problem isn’t solved as yet, aud the State 
Treasury ought not to be invaded until some 
satisfactory result is achieved. I notice a few 
of the commissioners uamod in the canal 
steam act of 1871 have turned lobbyists. Won­ 
der how much, if auy, interest they bore in 
tho bill ? It is reported that the recent inven­ 
tion of ono Peloubef, a resident of Jersey City, 
will solve the problem of steam canal naviga­ 
tion, aud that Ilia attcutiou of the Produce 
Exchange of New Yotk has been attracted to 
it a3 worthy of serious attcutiou. 
The bill relative to tho publication of election 
notices elicited a sharp debate again this week, 
and the bill was again, aud for tho tldrd time, 
recommitted. 
A thorough examination of the compulsory 
education bill will be had on Tuesday next, as 
it is a special order. 
Mr. Griffin’s trout hill was slaughtered iu 
the House yesterday, but ho moved a recon­ 
sideration aud again called it up and the bill 
passed, receiving G8 rotes. I beliovc your 
delegation voted agaiust the bill. Scbiffer- 
decker said it was a joke. 
I am expecliug a happy time over that 
canal bill, relative to apjiointmcnts, in which 
it is proposed to take the power of appointing 
Superintendents away from tho Canal Board 
and place it with the Canal.

Washington, March 20.—The sub-commit­ 
tee appointed by tho Committee on Banking 
and Currency to investigate the affairs of tho 
First National Bank of this city have submitted 
tlicir report to the full committee. The re- 
port charges grave irregularities on the part 
of the officials or the bank which cannot be 
punished under any existing law and the com­ 
mittee recommend an amendment to the na­ 
tional banking laws which will cover such 
cases in the future. Among other things the 
sub-committee state that just previous to the 
failure of the bank its capital was deposited 
with Jay Cooke & Co. The committee will 
further consider the rejiort at a meeting next 
Monday. The report states the indebtedness of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad has been car­ 
ried by the bank since July 17th, 1872. Be­ 
tween August 1st and September I8LI1 of that 
year the current account of Jay Cooke A.Co. 
was increased from $238,882 to $748,000 
without security. Of this amount nearly 
$300,000 was after September 1st.

The bill having been considered as in Com­ 
mittee of the Whole was reported to the Sen­ 
ate and the amendments of tlie committee were 
agreed to.

On motion of Mr. DAVIS of West Virginia 
the fortification appropriation bill was taken 
up and lie explained its provisions. The to­ 
tal amount appropriated by tho bill for the 
uext fiscal year 113 reported by the committee 
is $904,000.

The esti­ 
mates for tlie nresent tical year were $3,37G,- 
000. The revised estimates are $1,407,500. 
The amount appropriated for tlie next fiscal 
year is less thau half that appropriated for tho 
present one. After discussion and amend­ 
ment the bill was passed. 
TI10 President pro tern, was autborizsd to 
fill the vacancy on the Committees on Privi­ 
leges and Elections and on Education and La­ 
bor made vacant by the death of Sumner. 
The Senate proceeded to tlie considpratiou 
of executive business and soon after adjourned 
until Monday. 
HOUSE. 
After discussion till 2 o’clock the election 
case went over till to-morrow and the House 
proceeded to the consideration of the District 
of Columbia business. 
A bill to provide for tho payment of school 
teachers in the district gave rise to discussion. 
The bill appropriates $97,000 for the |>ay of 
school teachers from the first of September, 
1873, to the first of March, 1874, the money to 
lie regarded as an advance to be deducted 
from moneys which Congress may hereafter 
appropriate for expenditures in U10 District. 
Mr. PELIIAM moved to increase tlie appro­ 
priation to $300,000. 
‘ Mr. HOLMAN opposed the bill and argued 
that the most objectionable paiL of it was 
that which declared it to be an advancement 
to be deducted from future approjiriations for 
expenditures in the face or tlie declaration in 
a law of tho last session that the Board of 
Public Works should have no power to make 
any exjienditmes on behalf of the general 
government. lie moved to strike out that 
part of the bill. 
Mr. PELHAM’S ameudmennt was lost. 
The provision in reference to a reduction of 
the amount appropriated from future appro- 
jn'iations for expenditures was amended by 
striking out the words “for expenditures.” 
Mr. HOLMAN’S amendment was rejected. 
Mr. MERRIMAN moved to strike out the 
same provision and insert in lieu of it a pro­ 
vision authorizing and directing the District 
authorities to levy and collect a tux to au 
amount equal to the appropriation on personal 
property and on batiks and other corporations 
in the District. 
Mr. MERRIMAN’S amendment was agreed 
to—100 to 63. 
Tiie bill was laid aside to be rejiorted fa­ 
vorably. 
Tlie committee then rose and reported back 
the bills which it had considered. 
A bill giving the approval of Congress to 
the route and termini of ilie Anacosta & Po- 
tomac Railroad iu the District was passed. 
Action on the other two bills, the bridge 
bill and the school teachers’ bill, was deferred 
till to-morrow aud tlie House adjourned.

Under General Orders the bill repeaiug all 
laws authorizing town3, villages or citic3 to is 
sue bonds aud subscribe for stock in aid of 
railroads progressed. 
sa pid transit. 
Mr. MADDEN reported in favor of the bill 
changing the name of the Beach Pneumatic 
Transit Company to the Broadway Under 
ground Railway Company, and extending its 
powers, and authorizing tlie citv of New York 
to aid in tiie construction of said railroad. 
Mr. TOBEY, from the Railroad Committee, 
presented a minority report 011 the same bill, 
adverse thereto. 
On motion or Mr. WOOD, the minority re- 
jjort was read. It concludes as follows: “It 
seems enough to the undersigned that this 
jiroposes to put an obligation amounting to 
live millions upon the city of New York with­ 
out the assent and may be against the j>rote3t 
of the property owners of that city, and that 
when such obligation is incurred there is no 
certainty that the road will be completed, and 
that for these reasons the bill should be re­ 
jected.” 
Mr. WOOD moved that the minority report 
be substituted for tlie majority report.

Tho majority report faithfully reflected 
tho sentiments of the majority of the commit­ 
tee and of the people of New York. 
Mr. SELKREG said that tho majority re-

Tuesday last. 
New York needed rapid transit, and it wa3 
proper that this bill should be considered by 
tlie Senate. The only doubt which hud ex­ 
isted in the minds of any of the committee 
was as to whether bonds issued in the past 
should be included in tho present cxpendi- 
ture. 
. Mr. WOOD inquired if there had been any 
petition tor the passage of the bill. 
Mr. MADDEN replied that petitioners to 
the number of ten thousand had advocated 
the jiassage of the bill. 
Mr. WOOD said that tlie Senate in Commit­ 
tee of the Whole had been but a little while 
before considering a bill prohibiting towns 
from bonding themselves, and yet this bill 
contains a jiroposition that New York city 
shall bond itsolt to aid this Beach Pneumatic 
Railroad. 
lie supposed that all the Senators had come 
to the conclusion that towns and cities should 
not he allowed, to aid railroads. There had 
beeu many ajiplicants for the privilege ob­ 
tained by this company, and last winter when 
the act of incorporation was granted, it was 
expressly stated by those representing the 
road that they had the-money in their safes, 
or on call, to build it. And yet the road 
come3 here to-day with a bill asking for aid 
from the city of New York. 
Mr. LEDWITÍI renewed the móüon, which 
was lost, ayes 18, hays 13. 
EVENING SESSION. 
Mr. ROBERTSON introduced a bill jirovi- 
ding that it shall be lawful for the executors 
and trustees named in the will of Edwin For­ 
rest, deceased, to agree with the widow of 
the said Forrest upon a sum in gross for her 
dow er right in the whole estate of the said 
Forrest, deceased, and such sum shall bo a 
charge upon the lands in this slate of which 
Forrest died jiossessed, and said executors 
mav sell at public or private sale so much of 
said lands as sftn'l be requisito to pay such 
sum. 
Adjourned. 
ASSEMBLY. 
A number of bills were reported from tlie 
Sub-Committee of the Whole, and ordered to 
a third reading. Among the number was oue 
repealing an act authorizing the Supervisors 
to refund certain taxes levied and collected 
upon the banks of Montgomery county. 
Mr. LINCOLN moved to refer this bill back 
to the Committee of the Whole, in order to 
give opportunity for a discussion of its merits.

The following interesting Intelligence to 
boatmen we copy from the Coeymans Herald 
of Thursday of this week: On Monday of this 
week some of our river rncu made soundings 
in the west channel to ascertain the depth of 
Hie water, and to see whether it had increased 
any siuco last spring, and also to lay out the 
channel. 
It was fouud that there had been a 
ain of nearly or quite two feet the whole 
length of the channel, in some places three 
aud four feet. Opposite Hie lower dock it was 
impossible lo touch bottom with an eleven 
fool pole. The course of the channel remains 
the same as last year. 
Along the edge of the 
upper dock there is a shallow spot,but It does 
not amouut to much, being no greater than 
last year. 
The soundings made prove that 
where we only lad five feet of water last 
spring we now have over seven. 
This is 
cheering uows, and shows conclusively that 
tho natural course of the river is to the west­ 
ward; and as long as this is allowed to remain 
so, there will he fouud water enough in front 
of our village to float heavily laden vessels.

A number of the fish just placed in the 
Wallkill are large enough to commence breed­ 
ing. 
A society, of which Mr. Henry II. Ki­ 
ting is president, and Wm. Steen, Jr., is sec­ 
retary, has been organized at this place for 
the protection of tho fish. 
We understand 
that it is the intention of these gentlemen to 
promptly arrest and prosecute uuy one who 
may be found fishing iu the Wallkill or its 
tributaries in auy way except with a hook aud 
Hue.

J u d g e W n ii L a w to n , P re s id in g . 
Continued. 
On Friday morning the case of tho Overseers 
of the Poor o f tho Town\o1 Marbletown vs. 
Frank Fullerton was called. 
This is a bas­ 
tardy proceeding, the complainant being a 
young woman by name Jennie Tenike. The 
attorneys are Charles A. Fowler and C. Meech 
Woolsey for the Overseers, F. L. Westbrook 
and Dewitt C. Fullerton from Newburgh for 
the defendant. After the case had been called 
it was found some of the witnesses were ab­ 
sent, when tho trial wa9 put down for 2 r. u. 
Elleu Higgins, who was found guilty of as­ 
sault and battery on a little girl .in the lower 
part of the city, was brought before Hie court 
and fined $25, if not paid to be committed 
for thirty days to the county jail. 
John Neica, who was in jail for breach of 
Hie peace, was brought up and discharged. 
No. 44, [Abijah Otis vs. Jacob Mower, was 
referred to James L. Stewart. 
No. 49, Win. B. Webb vs. Jonas Crisman, 
was referred to Johu B. Childs to bear and de­ 
termine. 
The court adjourned until I o’clock 
r. m. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At 2 o’clock the trial in the case of The Ov­ 
erseers vs. Fullerton was commenced. 
The 
defendant is a resident of Newburgh, while 
the complaiuant resides in Marlborough. 
The first witness culled was the complain­ 
ant, J e n n ie T e n ik e , who testified—I live in 
Marlborough; am a single woman; have nev­ 
er been rnarried; am the mother of a child; 
the child was born the 28th of last July, und 
the father is Frank Fullerton; I have no means 
of support. 
On the cross-examination she said she 
lived with her father and mother, and that her 
intimacy with defendant was out of doors in 
Newburgh iu a vacant lot. 
She further tes­ 
tified she had met the defendant only a few 
times and was introduced ta bim by one Hat­ 
tie Iloosie; that abo was acquainted with 
George Terwilligcr, Archibald Wiseman, Win. 
II. Armstrong and Benny Odell. 
Had been 
to Fishkill Landing one night with ber sister, 
Terwliligor and Wiseman, and stayed at the 
hotel all night; that she occupied a room 
alone with Wiseman, but the two sat on chairs 
all night and returned to Ncwbirgh in the 
morning; went to Fishkill on an invitation of 
the gentlemen; there was to lie n party 
there. 


M a rt C a t h a r in e T k m k e , the sister of the 
complainant, was then sworn in regard to the 
excursion, she claiming they went to Fishkill 
on an invitation to attend a party, but did uot 
deny that each lady occupied a separate room 
with the gentlemen. 
Tile prosecution then rested and tho defense 
called G bo r q e Me r r it t , who testified he lived 
in Marll>orough with EJ. Requa, but left on a 
visit to another state the day after the child 
was born and didn't come back until after the 
proceedings had been commenced before the 
Justice. 
Merely went away to make a visit, 
hut wu3 told just before he started that there 
was a likelihood of his being arrested as the 
father of tho child. 


F r e d e r ic k V a n N ort was called to give 
evidence in regard to the state of Hic weather 
on tho night of the 5th of September, 1872, 
and the week following, this gentleman having 
acted as a sort of weather gauge during that 
part of the year.

A S tran ge C ircu m stan ce. 
Wry close to the small village of Ulster 
Park, over in Esopus, there is a pond covering 
about one hundred acres. 
This sheet of wa­ 
ter was once quite a noted place for horse 
races wbeu it was covered with ice sufficient­ 
ly thick to make that sport safe, and of such 
fine quality was the ico on the pond that the 
Knickerbocker Ice Company erected a large 
ice house on its eastern shore, and used to 
store it in tho winter months with crystal 
cakes which were transferred to barges lying 
ut their bouse od the river at Esopus by a run­ 
way constructed from one bouse to the other. 
A number of years since the ice house on the 
shore of the pond was consumed by fire, and 
it bas never beeu replaced. 
During the past 
winter this pond has not been frozen over 
with ice of sufficient thickness to bear the 
weight of a man, and wbeu the river froze 
over for the second time during the recent 
cold weather no ice formed on the above men­ 
tioned pond. 
We arc informed the circum­ 
stance never occurred before within the mem­ 
ory of the oldest inhabitant of that region, 
and it is said, though we don't vouch for the 
truth of the report, that there are several 
old Dutch fishermen over there who visited 
tho Half Moon on ber first voyage up the Hud­ 
son and presented Hendrick Hudson with a 
mess of diekups, for which evidence of friend­ 
ship and attention the great Dutch skipper 
invited them upon the poop, where they all 
smoked pipes in the most entertaining silence, 
and when theSopeanders left the galleon one 
of their number drew forth from the pocket of 
his capacious galligaskins au enormous eel 
skin, which be donated to Hendrick Hudson 
and advised that noted mariner to wear his 
queue in it at night, und his hair would retain 
its natural color aud glossiness long after tho 
ago wbeu men’s beads become frosted by rea­ 
son of Time's flight.

Sumner our government has lost one of its 
purest statesmen, Hie cause of liberty one of 
its ablest champions, and the colored man 
one of his truest friends. 
Resolved, That the late Senator by his con­ 
sistent life, earnest words and sincere labors, 
which were devoted to the cause of the colored 
man in America, from tho moment of tho 
delivery of his famous speech in the city of 
Boston in the autumn of 1850, to his last mo­ 
ments of life, in which with all the strength of 
voice he could muster he admonished one of 
his friends in Congress to take care of lits 
Civil Rights bill, we see a character which for 
purity ut aim, intensity of purpose and peraer- 
verance iu effort 
has scarcely if over been 
equaled in the annals of American history.

That in the decease of Sumner

Resolved, That the above Committee be re­ 
quested to also prosecute ail violators of the 
liquor law by all licensed or unlicensed deal­ 
ers.

The Thomas Powell leaves 
on Sunday evening. 
The Troy Times says an opposition line of 
steamers will be put on between that city and 
New Yoik the coming season. 
The M. Martin and Eagle, running between 
Albany, Newburgh and this city, will com­ 
mence their trips on Monday next. 
Next week all the steamers plying between 
Troy, Albany, Now York and intermediate 
places, excepting the C. Vibbard, Daniel Drew 
and Mary Powell, will have resumed their 
trip 3. 
The first boat through from New York to 
xVlbany this season is the screw boat Julia A. 
Brainard, Captain;John O3trom. She arrived 
at Albany on ^Thursday morning, having left 
New York the evening before. No ice was 
encountered. 
The steamer L. Boardmau of the Newburgh 
and Ilaverstraw route arrived at McEntee & 
Dillon’s foundry dock in this city on Friday 
forenoon, for the purpose of receiving repairs 
to machinery and the new boiler built at the 
foundry for her. 
The screw steamer Houeysuckle, owned by 
the Knickerbocker Ice Co., passed this city 
about noou oil Friday, having five icp barges 
and tw% canal boats in tow. 
It being the 
first trip of the season, the barges made a fine 
display of bunting. 


T i»o R iv e r C lia u u e l a t C o c y m u u s . 
The following interesting intelligouce to 
boatmen we copy from tho Coeymans Herald 
of Thursday of this week: On Monday of this 
week some of our river meu made soundings 
in the west channel to ascertain the depth of 
the water, and to see whether it had increased 
any since last spring, and also to lay out the 
chaunel. 
It was fouud that there had beeu a 
gain of nearly or quite two feet the whole 
length of the channel, in some places three 
and four feet. Opposite the lower dock it was 
impossible to touch bottom with an eleven 
foot pole. 
The coarse of the channel remains 
the same a3 last year. 
Along the edge of the 
upper dock there is a shallow spot,but it doe3 
not amouut to much, being no greater than 
last year. 
The soundings made prove that 
where wo only had five féet of water last 
spring we now have over seven. 
This i3 
cheering nows, and shows conclusively that 
the natural course of the river is to the west­ 
ward; and as long as this is allowed to remain 
so, there will be found water enough in front 
of our village to float heavily laden vessels 


P r e s e r v a tio n o f F is li. 
A number of the fish just placed in the 
Wallkill are large enough to commence breed­ 
ing. A society, of which Mr. Heury H. El 
ting is president, and Wm. Steen, Jr., is sec­ 
retary, has been organized at this place for 
the protection of tho fish. 
We understand 
that it is the intention of these gentlemen to 
promptly arrest and prosecute auy one who 
may be found Ashing iu the Wallkill or its 
tributaries in any way except with a hook aud 
line. The special act which, lias been intro­ 
duced into the Legislature has not yet become 
a law,but tho General Game Law [Chap. 595, 
Sec. 40] applies to streams inhabited by the 
fish which have lately been placed in the Wall­ 
kill. Under the law the penalty for each of­ 
fense is §50. 
Beware, all ye fisherman, and 
keep your fykes out of the stream.—New 
Paltz Independent. 


C O C Jfft COURT AND COVttT O f 
SESSIONS. 


Ju d ío Wm. L aw ton, Presiding. 
C ontinued. 
On Friday morning the case of tho Overseers 
of the Poor of the Town'jot Marbletown vs. 
Frank Fullerton was called. This is a baa- 
tardy proceeding, the complainant being a 
young woman by name Jennie Tenike. The 
attorneys are Charles A. Fowler and C. Meech 
Woolsey for the Overseers, F. L. Westbrook 
and Dewitt C. Fullerton from Newburgh for 
the defendant. After the case had been called 
it was found some of tbe witnesses were ab­ 
sent, when the trial was put down for 2 p. m. 
Ellen Higgins, who was found guilty of as­ 
sault and battery on a little girl %in the lower 
part of the city, was brought before the court 
and fined $25, if not paid to be committed 
for thirty days to the county jail. 
John Neice, who was in jail for breach of 
the peace, was brought up and discharged. 
No. 44, IA by ah Otis vs. Jacob Mower, was 
referred to James L. Stewart. 
No. 49, Wm. B. Webb vs. Jonas Crisman, 
was referred to John B. Childs to hear and de­ 
termine. 
The court adjourned until 
o’clock 
p. M. 
AFTERNOON sessio n. 
At 2 o’clock the trial in the case of The Ov­ 
erseers vs. Fullerton was commenced. 
The 
defendant is a resident of Newburgh, while 
tbe complainant resides in Marlborough. 
The first witness called was the complain­ 
ant, J e n n ie T e n ik e , who testified—I live in 
Marlborough; am a single woman; have nev­ 
er been married; am tho mother of a child; 
the child was born the 28th of last July, and 
the father is Frank Fullerton; I have no means 
of support. 
On the cross-examination she said she 
lived with her father and mother, and that her 
intimacy with defendant was out of doors in 
Newburgh iu a vacant lot. 
She further tes­ 
tified she had met the defendant only a few 
times and was introduced ta him by one Hat­ 
tie Hoosie; that sho was acquainted with 
George Terwilligcr, Archibald Wi3eman, Wm. 
II. Armstrong and Benny Odell. 
Had been 
to Fishkill Landing one night with her sister, 
Terwilliger and Wiseman, and stayed at the 
hotel all night; that she occupied a room 
alone with Wiseman, but the two sat on chairs 
all night and returned to Newbargh in the 
morning; went to Fishkill on an Invitation of 
the gentlemen; there was to be a party 
there. 
Mary C a th a r in e T e n ik e , the sister of the 
complainant, was then sworn in regard to the 
excursion, she claiming they went to Fishkill 
on an invitation to attend a party, but did not 
deny that each lady occupied a separate room 
with the geutlcmen. 
The prosecution then rested and the defense 
called G e o r g e Me r r it t, who testified he lived 
in Marlborough with Ed. Requa, but left on a 
visit to another state the day after the child 
was born and didn’t come back until after the 
proceedings had been commenced before the 
Justice.

The Colorid JPocplo’s TribtlXe te Sum­ 
ner. 
The colored people of this city held a meet­ 
ing at the Zion M. E. Church uptown Thurs­ 
day evening in respect to the late Senator 
Sumner. The church was well filled. Charles 
H. Dickerson was chosen Chairman, and elo­ 
quent addresses were made by William Ald­ 
ridge and a Dumber of others. 
After some 
flue singing by those present, Mr. Wm. H. 
G. Harley oflered the following resolutions, 
which were unanimously adopted: 


, 
W h e r e a s, It has pleased Almighty God by 
a mysterious providence to take from the na­ 
tion the late Charles Sumner, senior Senator 
of the United States Senate; therefore be it 
Resolved, That in the death of Charles 
Sumner our government has lost one of its 
purest statesmen, the cause of liberty one of 
its ablest champions, and the colored man 
one of his truest friends. 
Resolved, That the late Senator by his con­ 
sistent life, earnest words and sincere labors, 
which were devoted to the cause of the colored 
man in America, from tho moment of the 
delivery of his famous speech in the city of 
Boston in the autumn of 1850, to his last mo­ 
ments of life, in which with all the strength of 
voice he could muster he admonished one oí 
his friends iu Congress to take care of Ids 
Civil Rights bill, we see a character which for 
purity of aim, intensity of purpo3e and perser- 
verance in effort 
ha3 scarcely if ever been 
equaled in the annals of American history. 
Resolved, 
That in the decease of Sumner 
the colored mau loses one whose life, having 
been sincerely devoted to their interests, 
should ever be remembered with fond recol­ 
lection and enduring gratitude, whose memory 
should ever be green in the hearts of those for 
whose cause he gave his life as a martyr as 
surely as Abraham Lincoln and John Brown, 
who were also made victims because of their 
devotion to the same cause of human rights, 
freedom and the equality of man. 
Resolved, That we heartily eudorse all and 
every method which shall hereafter be pro­ 
posed to perpetuate the name, fume and life 
of the deceased patriot. 
Resolved, That we, as a representative 
meeting of the colored people of tho city of 
Kingston, desire in this public manner to add 
our testimonial to tho general expression of 
sorrow 
which 
at 
thi3 moment 
seems 
to be so universally felt throughout tbo 
length and breadth of our land, because of 
this deeply afflictive dispensation of Provi­ 
dence, and among no class of persons so 
deeply and truly experienced as in the bosoms 
of that race toward whom lie has ever acted 
as a near and dear friend. 
Resolved, That as a token of our sorrow for 
his loss we wear the usual badge of mourning 
on the left breast for the period of thirty days, 
dating from the day of his funeral. 
Resolved, That we heartily endorse what­ 
ever action may be taken by the Civil Rights 
Committee at Washington in reference to the 
erection of a monument to the memory of the 
deceased patriot, and when the call is made 
for the raising of funds that that we contrib­ 
ute freely fer that purpose. 
Resolved, That a copy of those resolutions 
be preserved, and also that copies bo for­ 
warded for publication in The Daily Freeman, 
Kingston Journal and Kingston Press. 


A S tr a n g e C irc u m s ta n c e . 
Very close to the small village of Ulster 
Park, over in Esopus, there is a pond covering 
about one huudred acre3. 
This sheet of wa­ 
ter was once quite a noted place for horse 
races when it was covered with ice sufficient­ 
ly thick to make that sport safe, and of such 
fine quality was tho ice on the pond that the 
Knickerbocker Ice Company erected a large 
ice house on its eastern shore, and used to 
store it in tho winter months with crystal 
cakes which were transferred to barges lying 
at their house on the river at Esopus by a run­ 
way constructed from one house to the other. 
A number of years since the ice house on the 
shore of the pond was consumed by fire, and 
it has never been replaced. 
During the past 
winter this pond has not been frozen over 
with ice of sufficient thickness to bear the 
weight of a man, and wheii the river froze 
over for the second time during the recent 
cold weather no ice formed on the above men­ 
tioned pond. We are informed the circum­ 
stance never occurred before within the mem­ 
ory of tho oldest inhabitant of that region, 
and it is said, though we don’t vouch for the 
truth of the report, that there are several 
old Dutch fishermen over there who visited 
tho Half Moon on her first voyage up the Hud­ 
son and presented Hendrick Hudson with a 
mess of dickups, for which evidence of friend­ 
ship and attention the great Dutch skipper 
invited them upon the poop, where they all 
smoked pipes in the most entertaining silence, 
and when the Sopoanders left the galleon one
